It seems certain that the mutineer now will 
be hunted down mercilessly, The excuse for 
the inaction which obtained at Odessa can- 
not prevail on the open sea. At the same time 
the encouter may be terrible. Naval officers 
at. Sevastopol declare positively that the 
Knias Potemkin comparatively little 
ammunition, having expended a quantity 
during the maneuvers. ‘There is reason, 
however, for taking this statement with re- 
serve. 

Meanwhile the freedom of the mutineer to 
roam the Black ‘sea is paralyzing trade. 
Odessa’s communication with Nicdlaieff and 
Khereon is only tentatively reopened. Com- 
munication with the Caucasus is suspended. 

There was a crowd at Cap Fontaine Tues- 
day night watching for the expected reap- 
pearance of the Kniaz Potemkin. Cossacks 
attacked the people and brutally dispersed 
them, killing and wounding thirty. There 
has been more shooting in the Peressyp 
district. It is stated that 
persons were killed. 5 


Other Mutineers to Be shot. 
Sixty-seven of the mutineers from the 
Georgi Pobiedonosetz, including the ring- 
leaders, were imprisoned today. It is ex- 
pected that all of them will be shot. 
On July 4 a torpedo boat entered the harbor 


of Akkerman and demanded coal and pro- 


visions. The authorities refused to furnish 
them, whereupon the torpedo boat fired two 
shots. The torpedo boat afterward obtained 
all the supplies if required. | 


Mutinous Ship Again Sails? 
ST. PETERSBURG, July 6 2:15 a. m— 
While no official confirmation is obtainable, 
an authority usually reliable says the ad- 
miralty has received news that the Kn az 
Potemkin, after shipping coal. provisions, 
and medicines, is again at large in the ame 
sea, and that its destination is

Lends Dignity to Mutiny. 


The issuance of the manifesto lends a cer- 
tain dignity to the mutiny and proves that 


the crew and their commander have no de- 
sire that the world should believe them to be 
mere outlaws, but that they should be looked 
upon a# men seriously raising the standard of 
revolution. 

According to a rumor printed ip an after- 
noon paper the ship’s strong box contained 
$375,000, and the mutineers therefore would 


de well supplied with money. 


In circles closely in touch with the revolu-

Tried in New York 100 Days and 


Condemned by All Officials. 
EVEN THE MEN TIRE OF IT. 


Chief Croker of Eastern City Sends 


Full Report of Experiment. 


“In my opinion, no city where a pala 


fire department exists should entertain a 


proposition such as the two platoon sys- 
tem contemplates.” 

With this summing up of his judgment 
against the system, Chief Edward F. Croker 


of the New York fire department has sent 


to Fire Marshal Campion the records and 
reports of the experiment made with the 
system in New Tork. 

Marshal Campion reteived yesterday the 


complete documentary evidence against the 
system, showing that it had been proved 
an absolute failure. Chief Croker proved 
to the satisfaction of himself, all the officers 
in the battalion affected by the experiment, 
and many of the men, that it destroyed dis- 
cipline, made the men unfit for duty, weak- 


ened the companies numerically, and low- 


ered the general efficiency of the battalion, 


without producing any counter balancing 


beneflts. 


strentzthens Campion’s Opposition. 


‘The record of this failure was sent to Mar- 


shal Campion at his request by Chief Croker, 
and strengthens Campion's opposition to an 
experiment with the system in Chicago. 
Mayor Dunne has been inclined to believe in 


the merits of the two platoon system, and 


| the New York record will be laid before him 
as showing the result of the attempt.to in- 
stall it there. 

A 100 day trial was given the system in|. 


Wa Tork. It was installed in the third bat- 


talion, borough of Manhattan, on Dec. 5,

Companies which had consisted of eleven 
or twelve men were reduced to five or six, 
and in some cases went.to fires with three or 
four men available. Hook and ladder com- 


panies reported that at times there were oh 
ot enough men to raise the ladders. ) 


| chief Croker’s Opinion. 


Chief Croker’s own judgment on the sys- 
tem, based on the reports sent to him by 
the subordinate officers in the battalion, is 
as follows: 

“The trial was band on the exact lines 
advocated by the different friends and spon- 
sors of the measure and was carried out 
to the letter. The result, after a thorough 
trial, has proved, as corifidently predicted 
by persons experienced in fire department 


matters time and time again, that no actual 


benefit resulted to the members working 
under this system; if fact, the reverse has 
been proved, and it has been demonstrated 
clearly, beyond the shadow of a doubt, that 


the system has affected the discipline here- |

bers themselves, would increase the cost of 
the force by at least 85 or 40 per cent, with- 
out giving the citizeris of this city any ade- 
quate return.” 


View of a Battalion Chief. 

Chief Thomas Larkin of the Third battalion 
was as emphatic as Chief Croker in stating 
that the experiment had been to the detri- 
ment of the service. He said that under the 
new system the men were drowsy and tired 
and did not respond to fires quickly, and 
when there did not work as they did under 
the old system. At a fourth of the fires at 


i which the companies worked they were short 


of men, he said. 

IJ am of the opinion that the two platoon ” 
system is not for the best interests of the 
people of the city, the department, or the men 
themselves, he asserted. 

The reports of all the subordinate officers 
in the battalion substantiated the objections 
made to the system. 

In his report Charles W. Kruger, deputy 
chief of the first fire division, said: 

“TI fail to find that the system hase any 
merit, even if the men allotted to each com- 
pany be increased to relieve the shortness. 
The system has resuited in the men becom- 
ing drowsy and slow in their response to 
alarms. At one fire it was necessary to 
order hook and ladder company No. 20 to 


‘return to its quarters because the men were 


unable to perform their duties. I recommend 
that the trial of the system be discontinued. ’ 


Men Sleep in Corners. 
The report of the eommanding officer ot 
engine company 23 says: 

Men on night leave do not take sufficient 
rest during their ten hour recreation period. 
It is impossible to keep them awake in quar- 
ters. They are found asleep in chairs and 
in the hose wagons, in the stables, and every- 
where they can sleep beyond the view of 
their superiors. The men fail to show the 
vim and snap that * formerly did under 
the old system“ 

Thomas J. Hayes, ‘chief of the Second bat- 
talion. said in his statement to Chief Crocker 
that “the ‘two platoon’ system bas re- 
duced the force of many of the companies 
to so small a number that the firemen are 
seriously handicapped in the performance |, 
of their work. 


Men Want Old’ System. 
Foreman Martin F, Callagy said in his re- 


port: 
„The men are unable to qut sufficient rest. 


“The system makes it necessary for the com- 


pany officers to be up day and night watch- 
ing their subordinates. The mien are not in 
proper condition to! perform their duties. 
Several of the men have declared them- 

selves as favoring a return to the old sys- 


tem.“

Emergency Graves Kept Ready. 
“The dead train runs from Colon to Mon- 
key Hill cemetery, a mile and a half south of 
Colon, always once and sometimes as often 
as fourteen times a day, and it sometimes has 
as many as four coffins aboard. In fact, 


keep ten graves always ready for cases of 
emergency.

Novelist Refuses Lecture Offer, Prefer- 


ring to Help Cause of Eman- 
ei pa tion. 


ST. PETERSBURG,J uty 5.—Maxime Gorky, 
thie novelist,.who is living at Kokola, a small 
Village on the coast of Finland, has refused 
@ Gattering offer to go on a lecture tour in the 
nen States, preferring to remain for the 
purpose of aiding in the work of emanci- 
Pating Russia. He is one of the recognized 
leaders of the constitutionalists and is visited 
@aily by persons from all parts of Russia. 
He has a large income, but gives the major 
Portion of it to the cause which he has at 
heart. 

Gorky is a great admirer of the United 
States and of President Roosevelt, but while 
he gives unstinted praise to the president’s 
efforts to bring the war to an end, he says 
he thinks that from a Russian standpoint 
peace would be a misfortune. 

EP spite of the cost of the war and the 
loss of life, the struggle with Japan 
proved an unmitigated blessing to Rus-
